Prices of all farm 
products are 
now very remunerative. 
Grain of 
all kinds is not as high as formerly, 
yet prices are fairly profitable; there 
is a good foreign and home m arket 
for wheat, corn and cats, with a 
prospect of further advance in price 
before the new crop can be harvested. 
Every farm er growing w heat and corn 
for m arket should have a good fan­ 
ning mill. 
W heat as it comes from 
the thresher usually has considerable 
cockle, garlic and other weed seeds 
and also many small and shriveled 
grains of wheat. 
This refuse when 
ground m akes excellent feed for stock, 
but is not fit for market. 
Run your 
wheat through tile fan once or twice 
and aim to get the best price; it will 
pay handsomely. 
Shelled corn needs 
cleaning before being shipped. 
Hay 
and fodder are high. 
There has been a great rush of half­ 
fed cattle, sheep and hogs to m ar­ 
ket. 
Thoso who have the feed and 
can hold on to animals intended for 
slaughter will no doubt get well paid. 
W hile the feeding of cattle in th* 
eastern states is not as profitable as 
in tho West, yet taking one year with 
another, tho careful farm er can g- t 
very fair prices for the corn and fod 
der fed—and has in addition many 
loads of rich manure, which, when 
properly applied to tho land, w ill keep 
up the productiveness of his farm. 
We have followed this old method 
and find many advantages in it, the 
m ost 
im portant one—giving stead} 
and rem unerative employment to the 
help throughout the year, says a writer 
in Baltimore American. If you have re­ 
liable help, pay them well and hold 
on to them.

There are ether factors 
involved in maximum milk

tion. other than feeding a properly 
balanced ration, that must he taken 
into account. 
Large consumption of

Every dairy 
cow has inherited te n d e n c ie s. 
These 
tendencies must b£ developed and en­ 
couraged by proper handling and feed­ 
ing. 
Very frequently good cows are in 
lured from overfeeding, the caretaker 
believing that in order to increase 
the milk flow’, more feed must b° got 
into the animals.

T H E METHOD IS WRONG- 


The Inst Missouri legislature over­ 
appropriated something 
like $5,000.- 
000. That 
is, the appropriations of 
the 1915 session 
were 
that 
much 
more than the revenues 
for the bi­ 
ennial period, and Governor Major, to 
avoid what 
t h r e a t e n e d 
to 
be 
tho 
most serious deficit since 
the Civil 
war, made a second sweeping cut of 
the state’s expense account. 
While 
the assembly was in session he trim­ 
m e d Hie appropriation bills by some 
$2,000,000, and later 
another 
and ? 
heavier curtailment of $3,009,000 
It has been contended, 
now 
that 
the danger of a deficit has (presu­ 
mably) been averted, no damage has 
been done, but that is an error. Take, 
for example, tho new state buildings 
at Warrensburg, 
on 
which $75,000 
was expended in tho year just closed. 
Under the governors order, building 
operations 
there 
and 
everywhere 
else 
throughout 
the 
state, 
where 
buildings or betterments were start­ 
e d must abruptly cease and the in­ 
complete structures must he hoarded 
up and lie idle at least until another 
legislature convenes. The money in­ 
vest od 
in 
them, 
which 
otherwise 
would have been available for imme­ 
diate use, must now he tied up in­ 
definite! and the unfinished buildings 
themselves subject to rapid deprecia­ 
tion. 
We are told the legislature should 
use tho budget system in making ifs 
appropriations, that for every dollar 
appropriated (here should he a state­ 
ment from 
an 
authoritative sourco 
that the dollar would he forthcoming 
in revenue before 
the 
close of the 
two-year period. Of course, the legis­ 
lative appropriations 
are 
based on 
estimates, but 
the 
estimates 
come 
from the heads of a dozen different 
state departments. Each department 
is anxious to have 
its 
own appro­ 
priation increased, and so there is a 
temptation to overstate the anticipat­ 
ed revenues. 
In the legislature itself the evil of 
over-appropriation may he traced to 
the J K irk barrel. 
Practically 
every 
member thinks that, to ho appreciat­ 
ed by 
his 
constituency, 
he 
must 
“bring home the bacon/’ so one mem­ 
ber demands a 
state 
fish hatchery 
for his district, another 
demands a 
mon urn en t to the memory 
of a de­ 
ceased statesman, 
and 
a not lier an 
addition to the insane 
asylum, and 
so on. Each member, to get his own 
pork, must root for the pork of his 
fellow member, and the entire state 
pays the bill.

Observations made by an entomol­ 
ogist of the department of agricul­ 
ture of the American plum borer, show 
that this insect prefers trees that are

Without injury of some sort 
to its host plant tho borer rarely suc­ 
ceeds in establishing itself, and en­ 
tirely healthy trees are in little danger 
from its attacks.

The Day of Brute Physical Courage Is 
Over— Technical Superiority Is 
^ 
Said to Have Defeated 
the Russians. 


Vienna, Feb. 23.—“To what extent 


does technical superiority discount in­ 
feriority in numbers?" 
To this ques­ 
tion a large number of Austro-Hun­ 
garian and German officers with long 
experience at the various fronts, have 
replied that technical superiority, de­ 
pending upon terrain conditions, na­ 
ture of the work to be done, and qual­ 
ity of the troops involved, is today in 
all cases the element which decides 
the outcome of a military action. 
Bravery in officers and men was as 
essential 
as 
formerly, of course, it 
was said, but it had value only if 
coupled with a high degree of intelli­ 
gence. 
A brave heart governed by a 
stupid head ceased soon to beat now­ 
adays, the men asserted unanimously. 
The day of brute physical courage 
was over. 
Only troops in whom in­ 
telligence, moral courage and a fair 
amount of pluck were inherent and 
had been welded by thorough training 
and discipline could be called first- 
class today, because only such troops 
were able to get 
maximum 
results 
from the technical methods now used 
in warfare. 
Technical superiority 
starts 
with 
the character and ability of a general 
staff and ends with the 
quality 
of 
barbed wire, in other words, its ele­ 
ments and phases are as varied and 
manifold as are the means with which 
modern war is being conducted. 
According to the Associated Press 
correspondent's informants, 
it 
was 
technical superiority alone wrhich de­ 
feated the Russian army. 
This may 
best be understood in contemplation 
of the fact that the Russians lost to the 
central powers' forces 
sixteen 
fort­ 
resses in forty-six days 
during 
the 
drive in the summer of 1915. 
Here 
the greatest single element of tech­ 
nical superiority is declared to have 
been leadership. 
Second in import­ 
ance is rated the great efficiency of 
German and Austro-Hungarian heavy 
artillery. 
Third is the highly devel­ 
oped field intelligence service of the 
central powders' armies, in whom air 
craft, cavalry and 
infantry 
patrols, 
and the possession of first-class mili­ 
tary maps are assigned 
an 
almost 
equal share.. The fourth factor w*as 
the high quality of German and Aus­ 
tro-Hungarian machine guns, and last 
because in a class by itself, must be 
ranged the excellent work of the sup­ 
ply troops. 
In every one of these departments, 
say these officers, the Russian army 
was inferior. The excuse made by its 
general staff at the time that a lack 
of ammunition wras responsible for the 
series of reverses, has been shown to 
he idle. The stores of small arms and 
artillery ammunition left behind by 
the Russians on their retreat are said 
to be greater than the quantities used 
by them during the “rolling up." 
It was not lack of bravery', however, 
that prevented the Russians from com­ 
ing to a halt sooner. The courage of 
the Russian soldier has never been 
doubted by tre Austro-Hungarian and 
German officers and men. W hat con­ 
tributed mostly to the debacle wras the 
absence of capable officers in suffi­ 
cient numbers; lowr military intelli­ 
gence and an uneven training of the 
men, and the Russian tactical system 
which, based upon principles of de­ 
fense, was not equal to the nimble­ 
mindedness possessed by officers and 
troops trained for the offensive above 
all else. 
. 
No figures on the numbers employed 
by Germany and Austro-Hungary in 
the offensive against Russia last sum­ 
mer are available, hut officers claim 
that generally the Russians outnum 
be red their aggressors from three and 
four to one. 
From w'hat is learned here, the day 
is not far off w'hen the frenches of the 
German positions In Russia will have 
a machine gun to every ten rifles and 
the most extensive barbed wire field? 
yet laid out ,ready to meet the Kus 
Bian offensive. 
To the Russians these things are 
not unknown, of course, as the follow 
ing description of a Duna sector, w hich 
appeared recently in a Petrograd pa 
per, shows; 
“The tremendous labyrinth of Ger 
man trenches," says the writer in part

Out 
of every part of a trench 25 yards long

may be fired in

and then try to obtain an estimate of 
what it would be like to break this 
wTall of steel."

Metal Workers* Union, and one of the 
militants of the revolutionary party, 
and A. B ougeron, another leader of 
tho Confederation General de Travail 
(general labor federation), attended 
the international Socialist conference 
at Zimmerwald, Switzerland, in Sep­ 
tember last, and 
signed 
the joint 
manifesto of the French and German 
delegates. 
That 
declaration attrib­ 
uted to the governments of all the na­ 
tions at w\ar responsible for the war; 
it 
also 
averred 
that 
the 
“sacred 
union ’ declared in all the belligerent 
countries profited only the capitalist 
regime. 
As the result of their participation 
in the Zimmerwald conference, Com­ 
rades Merrheim and Rourheron were 
declared “suspected” by the sections 
of the Socialist party of the depart­ 
ment of Seine, and all members were 
invited to “keep aloof from them.” 
“So long as the war lasts, or so 
lorg is martial law is maintained, we 
can do nothing,” said Merrheim to 
the Associated Press, “but as soon as 
the w”ar is over there will be a ren 
tiering of accounts; our action then 
may be very abrupt and violent.” 
Merrhrim and his comrades of the 
General Federation of Labor repudi­ 
ate utterly the socialist politicians—■ 
deputies and ministers; they are ad­ 
vocates of “direct action,” void of the 
routine of politics.

the foreign 
legations in Peking have received a 
protest from members 
of 
the late 
national assembly of the Republic of 
( luna, 
cautioning 
the 
m inisters 
against considering 
any agreement 
with \ uan Shi-kai as binding upon 
China, on the ground 
that 
he has 
acted in such a manner as to forfeit 
all claim upon the 
chief executive- 
ship of the country. 
The protest declares Yuan Shi-kai 
is a tyrant, wholly without legal po­ 
sition in China, and warns friendly 
powers agains 
sacrificing 
the good 
will of the Chinese people by dealing 
with a man 
without 
authority 
to 
speak for the public. 
Twelve of the 
eighteen provinces 
of China are represented among the 
signatories, and all of the signers are 
members of the assembly w-hich Yuav 
Shi-kai dissolved. 
The complete protest follows: 
“We, the undersigned, respectfully 
be leave to 
address 
the 
following 
communication to their excellence* 
the ministers of friendly nations: 
“Yuan Shi-kai, ex-president of the 
Republic of China, 
by 
proclaiming 
himself emperor, has brought about 
disorder and ruin to the country. He 
has not only lost the 
confidence of 
foreigners, but has also 
made him­ 
self the common enemy o fthe pee 
pie. 
“Our fellow citizens of Yuman and 
Kveichow have taken up arms with 
a view of bringing him 
to 
justice. 
Our righteous cause can not fail to 
meet with response everywhere. He 
is nowr unable to cope with the popu­ 
lar movement. 
According 
to news­ 
paper accounts he is willing to sac­ 
rifice our national existence iii order 
to induce foreigners to recognize him 
as emperor. This has given rise to 
great consternation 
throughout the 
land. It is self-evident that no grant 
nor concession to any foreign power 
can be valid as against the Republic 
of China unless it is made in a legal 
manner by the 
government 
of the 
Republic of China, with 
the advice 
and consent of bona fide representa­ 
tives of the people. By ursuping the 
throne Yuan Shi-kai has ipso facto 
lost the qualifications 
of 
chief ex­ 
ecutive of the state. 
All 
dealings, 
therefore, between him and foreign­ 
ers are his private affairs 
and can 
not be considered binding upon the 
people. 
“Since the 
establishment 
of the 
republic 
our 
people 
have 
been 
brought into closer and closer rela­ 
tions with the friendly nations, and 
great 
benefits 
will 
be 
derived 
through harmonious co-operation be­ 
tween China and 
foreign countries. 
We fervently hope that 
the govern­ 
ments of the friendly powers will not 
deliberately alienate the good will of 
the whole nation by giving support 
to a tyrant. 
We 
ask the favor of 
transmitting this communication to 
your 
respective 
governments 
and 
peoples.

IT

LATIN 
AMERICA, SAYS REPORT TO 
CONGRESS. 


COMPLETE 
COLLAPSE 
IS 
IMPENDING 


The Report States That a Surprising 
Number of Women Are Now 
Sharing the Skeptical Beliefs 
of Their Husbands. 


Panama, Feb. 23.—A complete col­ 
lapse of the Christian faith in Latin- 
America was declared to be impend­ 
ing in a report submitted today lo 
the Congress on Christian Work Ll 
Lat in-America by the commission on 
survey and occupation. 
The report declared that in all the 
southern republics 
practically 
uni­ 
versal unbelief exists as far as mod­ 
ern learning 
has 
proceeded. 
The 
commission asserts that the people in 
each of the several countries may be 
roughly divided into four classes: 
A 
violent anti-clerical party, 
many 
of 
whom carry their opposition to relig­ 
ion of every form; the more or less 
well-reasoned skeptics and atheists, 
who look indulgently upon religion as 
harmless for women and for the lower 
classes, but who are themselves in­ 
different to its claims; the “dissatis­ 
fied, if not disillusioned and groping 
companies of souls who soon pass on 
to cynicism and hardness of h e a rt;” 
those whose “period of 
doubt 
and 
breaking away is ahead of them as 
they are overtaken by free education.” 
The note says that 
a 
surprising 
number of the women are beginning 
to share the skepticism of their hus­ 
bands and that theosophy, spiritism 
and similar cults are rapidly taking 
the place of Christianity in numerous 
sections. In Bolivia alone, it is claim­ 
ed, three-fourths of the members of 
congress and of the well-to-do busi­ 
ness men and nearly all of the govern­ 
ment students are sworn enemies of 
the church, while similar conditions 
prevail in practically all the sister re­ 
publics. 
Reviewing 
the 
difficulties 
which 
confront missionaries to Latin- Amer­ 
ica, the report lays the 
blame 
for 
many of the evil conditions which it 
enumerates, and drunkenness in par­ 
ticular, to the 
influence 
of 
many 
American and other foreign business 
agents who have invaded the southern 
countries in search of trade. 
“The sordid commercial standards,” 
it says, “which too many foreign bus­ 
iness men have adopted, will serve 
long to keep humble and silent their 
observing and untempted fellow na­ 
tionals. If bribes have been taken by 
Latins they have been given often by 
foreigners. 
W here industrial injus­ 
tice is intrenched many representa­ 
tives of foreign capital also compla­ 
cently profit by it. 
Common honor 
demands that wherever one race de­ 
stroys character in another it shall 
seek to unbuild. 
When 
neutral 
or 
evil 
person­ 
alities go from one 
nation 
to 
an­ 
other the sending forth of a few hun­ 
dreds embodying that nation’s finest 
spiritual and moral sense is dictated 
by the consideration of national self- 
respect.” 
The commission finds that in recent 
decades intemperance has increased 
enormously in Lat in-American coun­ 
tries, largely owing to the introduc­ 
tion of whisky. 
In the larger cities 
the use of whisky by foreigners is de­ 
clared to be well night universal and 
to have a most pernicious effect. Chile 
is declared to be the chief victim of 
intemperance. 
One traveler is quot­ 
ed as saying' that there was more 
drunkenness in Chile than in any of 
the twenty-two countries he had vis­ 
ited. 
Referring more specifically to the 
relations between the United States 
and Latin-America, 
the 
commission 
vigorously denounces the attitude of 
many Americans toward their south­ 
ern neighbors for their intolerance 
and arrogance. 
“The L a tin -American himself is not 
guiltless of vain glory,” it says, “but 
he has much to endure from the north­ 
ern aliens within his borders. The of­ 
fenders have been aggressive corn­ 


ule moral effect of the annexation of 
Mexican territory as a result of the 
war of J848, the permanent occupa­ 
tion of Porto Rico, even though ac­ 
ceptable to a majority of Porto Ricans 
and the circumstances of acquiring 
the Panama Canal zone strip. 
The 
United States and her people suffer 
from these causes in Latin-America 
the disability from which they are 
exempt in Asia. There, all Europeans 
are under suspicion because of many 
instances of 
territorial 
aggression. 
The removal of the onus is in the 
hands of the 
present 
and 
future 
statesmen of all these powers, and of 
the nations whose 
sentimetns 
and 
ambitions they reflect.” 
The commission 
finds, 
however, 
that the racial animosity between the 
northern and southern halves of the 
western hemisphere is subsiding and 
says that the co-operation of several 
powers in the Mexican 
crisis 
has 
helped to bring about a much better 
feeling. 
in conclusion the commission de­ 
clares that the present 
plans 
and 
forces of the Protestant church in the 
Latin-American field are “pathetically 
inadequate,” and that there is urgent 
need of large and 
immediate 
rein­ 
forcement. It urges the perfecting in 
some form of a thoroughly represen­ 
tative central agency to carry on the 
work of evangelization.

Tokio, Feb. 23.—It is believed the 
way has been cleared for an actual 
alliance between Russia and Japan as 
a result of the visit here of the Grand 
Duke George Michaelovitch, cousin of 
the czar. 
It is likely that the news­ 
papers have exaggerated the number 
of things that are expected to flow 
from the event, but there are indica­ 
tions that at least a practical under­ 
standing will be reached at the conclu­ 
sion 
of 
the war concerning Asiatic 
Russia and the far east. 
References to the closer union be­ 
tween Russia and Japan 
were 
con­ 
tained in the official 
addresses 
ex­ 
changed last night 
at 
the 
palace, 
where Emperor Yoshihito gave a state 
dinner in honor of the grand duke, 
who came to Tokio to convey congrat­ 
ulatory coronation greetings from the 
czar. 
“It is our great 
satisfaction 
and 
pleasure,” 
said 
Emperor Yoshihito, 
“to see the sentiments of friendly re­ 
spect and mutual confidence between 
our 
nations 
daily 
increasing 
and 
growing 
stronger. 
We 
wish 
your 
highness* visit to this country will be 
an enjoyable one and we firmly be­ 
lieve that your highness will person­ 
ally observe and recognize the sincere 
and friendly 
sentiments 
entertained 
by our nation toward 
your 
country 
and people.” 
The emperor then pre­ 
sented the grand duke with the Grand 
Order of Merit of the Chrysanthemum 
and honored the members of his suite 
with various decorations. 
After transm itting the czar’s con­ 
gratulations, the grand duke referred 
to the great honors paid to Russia 
and spoke of the friendly attitude and 
deep sympathy given by the Japanese 
nation since the 
commencement 
of 
the war. He went on to say: 
“I beg 
to assure your majesty that the im­ 
mense sympathy and assistance given 
to our country have caused unbounded 
gratitude and will leave an everlasting 
impression 
in

chronicle of the 
friendly I elations between Japan and 
Russia.” 
The grand duke presented to the 
emperor in behalf of his royal cousin 
the 
Grand 
Order of Saint Andrew 
decorated with diamonds and bearing 
the imperial crest carved on a dia 
mond.
